Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on October 16, 
2008 has been entered. 

Additionally, applicant's petition to revive the unintentionally abandoned 
application has been granted as per the decision of November 14, 2008. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to disclose the particular cylindrical electrode having inner and outer electrodes 
supported on a piezoelectric material with spiral grooves separating the outer electrode 
into a plurality of discrete helical elements. The closest prior art is Gingerich et al 
(4,1 35,1 09) which provides a single groove in the outer surface of a transducer, but fails 
to provide grooves that separate the electrode into a plurality of discrete helical 
elements as required by claim 1 . USPN 7,247,269 discloses substantially identical 
subject matter, and was filed on the same date by the same inventor as the instant 
application and therefore fails to qualify as prior art. There are no double patenting 
issue between the instant claims and the '269 patented claims.
